WHEREAS, the school was renamed The Rebecca Dallis Schoolhouse in honor of Mrs. Dallis who taught school there
from 1939 to 1952, where she instructed as many as 70 students at a time from grades one through eight in the one-room
school; and

WHEREAS, the Casa Grande Historical Society and Museum is opening a new permanent exhibit in the Rebecca Dallis
Schoolhouse that highlights the role African Americans have played in the history of Casa Grande;
